Basic Pointers: Now that you have your boat and equipment, it's time 
to have some fun on the water with it. 


And a horn for signaling in fog

Upon leaving the dock, an important 
step is to untie the boat—otherwise: 


Warning! Never step into your boat 
without looking. This is the cause 
of many accidents. 


Also, look to the right and left before 
leaving the dock. 


Oh, by the way, look straight 
ahead too! 


Anchoring: Should you want to stay and fish, or 
few hours while you swim, an anchor is effective. 


We might also suggest you learn 
some simple knot-tying for securing 
your boat. 


And make sure you clear the boat 
before tossing it into the water. 


Get an anchor big enough to do 
the job, 



When returning, always approach 
the dock slowly ... 


.. then you will find yourself gently 
floating into the marina. 
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Booting Safety: Most boating accidents and mishaps can be attributed to human error. To avoid 
such calamities, study the following safety tips and use them!

Winterizing Your Boat: Not all of us live in climates suitable for boating 
all year round so winterizing may be necessary. 


Conclusion: Yes, once you've stud¬ 
ied this guide you too can escape 
the clogged, polluted highways 
and flee to the fun of the wide 
open seas. 


Or to avoid the high costs of the 
marina, store your boat yourself.
